The magnitude of the scheme is indicated 
by the thoroughness of the investigation.

A Key Found in the Street Fits the 
Front Door of the Place and a 
Man Was Seen Running Away 
From Pellegrini’s Wholesale Store. 


Fire, starting simultaneously with an ex- 
plosion in the wholesale and retail liquor 
store of A. Pellegrini, at 1329 Biddle street, 
ut 2:45 o'clock Thursday morning, wrecked 
the front of the building, damaged the 
stock to the extent of probably $1000, and 
imperiled the lives of 22 persons, including 
12 children who were asleep in the bulld- 
ing.

NO MEAT FAMINE, BUT 
PRICES BEGIN TO SOAR

St. Louis meat eaters began to feel the 
effects of the butchers’ strike today when 
retall dealers and some of the dOwntown 
restaurants announced an increased scale 
for their meats. 

The restaurant managers who increased 
their prices said they did so because they 
had received notice from the St. Louis 
Dressed Beef and Provision Co., the only 
St. Louis concern affected by the strike, 
of an increase of 1 cent a pound on all 
meats. 

Many of the restaurants have not made 


jan increase, but those which did announced 


that 6 cents more would be charged for 
some of the meat orders, and that Friday 
the increase would affect all their meat 
orders. 

Retail butchers announce increases in the 

prices of pork, veal, lamb; bacon and ham. 
here has been no increase in beef and 
mutton. Some prominent dealers told the 
Post-Dispatch that they did not expect 
much more of an increase'in the prices of 
fresh meats, as the price of live stock had 
been reduced from 2 to 60 per cent by the 
withdrawal of the big packing houses from 
the market, and the small meat dealers 
would buy and kill their own stock. It is 
expected that the prices of ham and ba- 
con will materially increase, as the pack- 
ing houses alone have Paphitics for prepar- 
ing such articles. 
Dealers say there is no danger of a meat 
famine in St. Louis, no matter how long 
the strike may continue. They say that up 
to the present time there has been little 
inconvenience in securing meat, and that 
none is anticipated.

At the City Hospital and at the Poor- 
house Samples Show Virulent Form 
of Taint Besides Presence of Texas 


Fever. 


City Hospital authorities who destroyed 
two pieces of tainted beef Thursday which 
were received at the hospital Wednesday 
and were found to be infected by F. B. 
Fissinger, steward at the hospital, are 
wondering how the government stamps got 
on the meat. 

Government rules for tngpecting meat at 
slaughtering houses are rigid, and how 
meat infected with Texas fever poison, 
which is readily detected, could pass 
muster is a mystery, they say. 

The usual rule at stockyards and pack-/ eas 
ing houses is to have two sets of govern- 
ment ingpectors, one of which works in the 
stockyards and the other in the killing 
rooms of the packing house. The yard in- 
spectors look at all cattle received in the 
yards, reject all evidently diseased and 
unfit for food and affix metal tags to the 
ears of all animals of which they are sus- 
picious. 

The second set of inspectors, working in 
the killing rooms, inspects the carcasses 
of freshly-slaughtered animals, and if any 
traces of disease are found the tainted 
meat is ordered destroyed. Carcasses of

Famous Leader, Who Defied England and Humbled Her Pride, 


Passes Away in Switzerland--Body Will 


Rest 


In the Transvaal. 


CLARENS, Switzerland, July 14.—Oom 
Paul Kruger, former President of the 
Transvaal republic, died here at 3 o'clock 
this morning from pneumonia and supcr- 
vening heart weakness. Mr. Kruger lost 
consciousness Monday. 

His daughter and son-in-law were with 
him at the time of his death. He had been 
out only once since his arrival here at the 
beginning of last month. 

The ex-President’s body was embalmed 
this afternoun and the remains will be 
placed in a vault pending funeral arrange- 
ments. 

Application will be made to the British 
government for authority to transport the 
remains to the Transvaal. 

In the meantime, they will be temporarily 
interred here. 

Mr. Kruger was able to attend to affairs, 
read the newspapers and receive visits until 
Saturday. A change for the worse set in 
Sunday. He became unconscious Monday 
and remained so until his death. : 

Pesides the Eloffs, Mr. Kruger was at- 
tended by his own physician, Dr. Heymann, 
and by his secretary, Mr. Redel. 

On several occasions Mr. Kruger had ex- 
pressed a desire to be buried beside his 


wife in his own country. 
His death aroused widespread regret in 


Europe owing to general sympathy out- 
side England for the Boer cause and per- 
sonal admiration for the ex-President. 

When he recently left Mentone his health 
was gradually falling through old age, con- 
stitutional disorders and ‘throat trouble, 
which threatened to extend to the lungs. 

However, his personal physician, Dr. 
Heymann, did not apprehend a speedy 
crisis, and Mr. Kruger himself resisted the 
idea that his physical powers were falling. 
He had arranged to return to Mentone next 
fall, releasing the picturesque villa which 
he had occupied on the outskirts of the 
town, 

Nevertheless, his near friends recognized 
that Mr. Kruger’s once rugged constitution 
was gradually going to pieces. Visitors de- 
scribed him as being a pathetic figure of 
calm endurance. His eyesight had dimmed, 
but he sat much at times with his Bible 
epen before him, muttering well-known 


s. 

He ceantel references to the Boer war, 
but when it was occasionally mentioned, he 
showed no resentment and expressed the 
biief that providence would eventually 
render justice to the Boer cause. 

Mr. Kruger received few visitors, Dut 
waived his usual seclusion to permit the 
presentation of the superb gift, the cost 
of which was raised through popular sub- 
scription, expressive of French admiration, 
and he also received private gifts, one be- 
ing a considerable legacy from a Boer ad- 
mirer. But bfore leaving Mentone, he re- 
turned th legacy to relatives of the de- 
cased. 


To Be Buried 


in the’ Fatherland. 

The news that Mr. Kruger is to be buried 
in the Transvaal, from which he fled during 
the war. is interesting, in that he refused, 
under any conditions the British govern- 
ment might offer, to return to the father- 


land while alive. 

Mr. Kruger, whose full name was Ste- 
phen J. Paul, was born at Raslenburg, 
Cape Colony, in 1825. 

he story of Oom Pau! Kruger, as writ- 
ten by himself, begins with a chapter 
head *“‘Homeless.’’ The title of the last 
chapter is ‘“‘Homeless."’ 

From his earliest days his counrtv was 
embroiled with England, which absorbed 
Cape Colony, and drove them north from 
that country. The Boers emigrated across 
the Vaal, where they set up a republic. 

in 1872 Kruger became a member of the 
executive council of the government that 
had been set up there and, in 1883, he was 
elected to the presidency, whith he held un- 
thi his country failed.in its appeal to arms. 

The origin of the t wreat war, which 
began in 1899 and iasted until 1902, was the 
complaints of the outlanders or ndn-Boer 
settlers that they were compelled to share 
in the expenses of the government though 
given no voice in it. he outlanders ap- 
pealed to England in 1899, and the British 
Eeversenens referred the controversy to 

r Alfred Milner, the British commission- 
er in South Africa, who demanded the 

ht of a franchise for the outlanders. 
T President offered a limited franchise 
for seven years and that all differences 
should be subject to arbitration by foreign

The British government again urged set- 
tlement, but made no concessions. There- 
upon the Boers rejected all demands and 
announced that, if troops were not with- 
drawn from the frontier, war would be 
the result. This England refused to do, 
and the war was on. 

Through the New York World and Post- 
Digpatch Kruger announced that. England 
might triumph over the little republic, but 
the price would stagger humanity. 

How true this prophecy was is shown in 
Britain's less of 22,000 men and her ex- 
penditure of $1,250,000,000. In return for this. 
she added 167,467 square mileg of land to 
her territory, with a population of 300,000. 
Only her tremendous’ resources prevented 
her from being wae and her prestige 
was greatly reduced. 

When defeat became inevitable, Kruger 
fled to Holland. His enemies charged he 
took the gold in the Transvaal treasury, 
Later, he leased a villa at Mentone where 
he resided until his removal a few months 
> to the place where he died. 

e was known as Oom (Uncle) Paul be- 
cause of the love with which he was re- 
garded by his people. 

Just before his flight from South Africa, 
he told a representative of the New York 
World and the Post-Dispatch that he 
would trust in Providence ultimately to 
cas the wrongs of the Boers and to 
bring retribution to England. . 


GEN. CRONJE MOURNS 
DEATH OF FORMER LEADER. 


His voice broken by emotion and at times 
on the verge of tears, Gen. Piet Cranije, 
the veteran Boer commander, talked at the 
Fair of his late leader and friend, Paul 
Kruger, former President of the Boer Re- 

ublic, who died Thursday at Clarens, 

witzerland. : 

About Gen. Cronje's hat was a heavy 
band of crape. On the table near whic 
he sat was a small picture of Kruger. to- 
ward which he occasionally looked. Out- 
side the tent a Boer flag Buse at half-maset, 
and all about the Boer-British camp Brit- 
ish and Boer flags displayed the same 
sign of mourning. 

“Since 1854 Kruger and I were like broth- 
ers,"’ said Gen. ronje. 

‘You must remember that the old man 
has lived his full Span of years. He could 
do nothing for himself or his beloved peo- 

le. 
D He was exiled from friends, from coun- 
try and from his relatives. He could no 
longer be a consolation to them, and in 
the midst of his troubles he was called 
away. 

“He has gone to that heavenly home 
which we all hope to attain." 

Gen. Cronje was a anember of Kruger's 
council and during the latter’s administra- 
tion was his close adviser. 

The first news he received of Kruger's 
death was in the form of a. cablegram 
from a London newspaper and a telegram 
from the New York World, asking for an 
expression on the death of the former Boer 
leader. 

The flags of the Boer-British camp were 
immediately lowered. All of the Boer of- 
ficers and many of the British officers 
will wear mourning for two weeks in re- 
spect to Kruger’s memory. Ar ments 
will be made for services at the time of 
Kruger's funeral.

DREAD CONSUMPTION 


Board of Health Publishes Figures 
Showing Inroads of Disease and 
Suggesting Treatment. 


CHICAGO, July 14.—In a circular just 
issued by the state board of health, en- 
titled ‘The Cause and Prevention of Con- 
gumption,’’ it is shown that in Illinois 
the disease is responsible for more deaths 
than typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, all forms of bronchitis, influenza, 
measels and smallpox combined. 

It is further found that those dying from 
consumptién were usually in the prime of 
life and of ages at which men are most 
valuable to themselves, their families and 
the state. Of the 1000 persons who died 
from this disease in Illinois in 196, nalf 
of them were between the ages of 20 and 
50, while the estimated loss each year to 
the state because ofthe disease is about 
$36,000,000. 

The investigations of the board have 
demonstrated that’ an especial climate is 


not essential to the cure of consumption, 
but that the disease is curable in Illinois.

Not En Route, but Simply Overlooked 
in the Rush by the Ex- 
press Agents.

PITTSBURG, July 14.—Christmas presents 
are beginning to arrive in the. families of 
about 50 Pittsburgers.

Folk Contetst for Machine Wards 
‘Regarded as Evidence of Plan for 
New Organization. 


“The decision of thé Folk forces "to con- 
test in the Democratic state convention 
next week 21 of the 28 St. Louis wards 
whose delegations are instructed for Harry 
B, Hawes is the preliminary to a well- 
arranged plan to wrest the scepter of po- 
litical power in St. Louis from the Jeffer- 
son Club and build up an independent Folk 
organization,’ declared a prominent Demo- 
crat to the Post-Dispatch Thursday. 

According to this gentleman, Mr. Hawes 
realizes that if his delegates are unseated 
at Jefferson City, the men who have been 
fighting for Folk in 8t. Louis will natur- 
ally desire to keep as far away a8 pos- 
sible from Jefferson Club influences. 

Repeated assertions, emanating from the 
Jefferson Club and inspired by high offi- 
cials of that organization, to the effect 
that Mr. Folk will lose St. Louis by 20,000 
majority, has put the circuit attorney's 
friends on their guard and it is now felt 
that neither Hawes or other Jefferson 


Club leaders should be intrusted with the 
St. Louis end of the campaign. 

While declaring that under no circum- 
stances will he bolt the convention or re- 
fuse to give loyal support to Mr. Folk, Mr. 
liawes has spoken in the bitterest terms of 
his political rival and intimated strongly 
that while he himself may be counted upon 
to “do the right thing,’’ he will be unable 
tv control the ward workers. 

In a letter to Mr. Hawes, Thomas E.

Twenty-sixth, Twenty- seventh and Twen- 
ty-eighth wards. 

Poliiicians familiar with the St. Louis 
situation doubt that the Folk managers will 
be able to onvince the committee on cre- 
dentials or the convention, to which the 
contests ultknately will be submitted, that 
Mr. Folk was entitled to the vote of 21 
wards on an ‘‘honest count.’’ 

They gay that while gross frauds un- 
doubtedly were perpetrated in several 
wards, notably the Twenty-eighth, it will 
be hard to prove a case in such local ma- 
chine stron holds at the Third, Fourth 
Sixteenth, Yineteenth, Twenty-first and 
Twenty- -second wards.

A BRAVE ENGINEER, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


The fact that none were killed and so few injured in the wreck 
of the Griffin excursion train on the Misouri Pacific railroad at 
Labadie, 44 miles west of St. Louis, Sunday, July 10, was due to 
the coolness and bravery of the engineer, who remained on his 
engine and brought the train to a stand so smoothly that the four 
coaches which left the track did not break from the train, but 
hung suspended from the engine in front, and the coaches that 
remained on the track, :-which caused the three coaches that 
went down the embankment to swing down so steadily that the 
seats were not broken loose. Had the brakes been set cuddenly 
On the engine it would have caused the train to double up and 
probably piled all.in a heap at the bottom of the 30-foot embauk- 
ment. When the train stopped and the engineer climbed down 
the weight of the coaches and tender had tilted the engine 
over until the drivers on the outer side were more than a foot 
above the rails, and the rail under the other side had rolled and 
twisted nearly twice around. 

S-veral persons expressed a desire to contribute toward the pur- 
chase of a suitable medal to be presented as a mark of our ap- 
prectation of his coolness and bravery which probably saved many 
lives, W. L. Mz.

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THE PLATFORMS. 
1I—-THE TRUSTS. 


If the Republican party did not have a fairly creditable record of performance in 
relation to the trusts, its platform utterances would be wholly meaningless. The 
convention dealt weakly and vaguely with the issue, and seems to have been con- 
cerned chiefly in giving further hostages tothe great corporations that the administra- 
tion would not “‘run amuck.” 

After reciting that the administration has enforced laws enacted by the Repub- 
lican party which a Democratic administration failed to enforce, that the new laws 
insuring ‘‘reasonable’’ publicity as to the operations of great corporations have been 
enacted, and that additionl remedies have been provided to prevent discriminations in 
freight rates, the resolution declares merely that “‘We promise to continue these 
policies."" Then follows the stand-pat tariff plank. 

The Democratic platform deals intelligently with the trust question in three of 
its planks: 

First—In regard to the tariff, when it protests against the further protection of 
‘infant industries’’ that have become the greatest combinations of capital the world 
has ever known. Second—When it promis¢S to punish attempts on the part of trusts 
and combinations to control production, fix prices, and restrict competition. Third-- 
When it demands enlarged powers the interstate commerce ommission, the sup- 
pression of rebates a transportation discriminations, the strict enforcement of ex- 
isting legislation against trusts,. and the enactment of such new legislation as may be 
needed to suppress them. 

Some of the platform utterances may be academic, but in one of them at least 
is voiced a popular demand that is gaining rapidly in strength. The maintenance of 
high tariff schedules to enable trusts like the United States Steel Corporation to im- 
extortionate prices upon the domestic consumer and build up a 
foreign trade at the expense of the home market, is a mere travesty on pro- 
tection. It is contrary to the fundamental principles of every consistent protectionist 
from Hamilton to McKinley. It presents the grossest abuse of the protective system 
that has ever been brought to light. , 

Class legislation could hardly go further, and the silence of the Republican plat- 
form regarding this aspect of Dingleyism is eloquent of the close relations between

OF HEROIC PROPORTIONS. 


Judge Parker’s Manly Action Has 


Amazed the Practical Politicians. 
(Editorial.in Evening. Post.) 

A real man appeared above the American 
horizon on Sunday. Judge Parker had been 
represented as a veiled candidate; but at 
an intensely dramatic moment the curtain 
was dropped and he was revealed as a fig- 
ure of heroic proportions. Bryan had jeered 
at him as an interrogation point, but it 
was another sort of point—the very tip of 
Ithuriel’s spear—which plerced Bryanism to 
the heart when the judge wrote his as- 
tounding, his exhilarating, his conquering 
telegram. Such clear and shining courage 
was never before seen in American politics. 
In Judge Parker's person the old joke about 
the man who would rather be right that be 
President expires.

How a business partnership is alleged to 
have been formed without any capital and 
without a written contract between tne 


partners. and how an alleged profit of $12,-

The highest fine: yet imposed for auto- 
mobile scorching in St. Louls was saddled 
onto William H. Pattison of 358 Pine 
street by Judge Pollard this morning ip 
the Dayton street police court. 

Fifty dollars was the price of his speed. 

Incidentally, the police department made 
the first use of the automobile with which 
it has provided itself for the purpose of 
running down and arresting scorchers, and 
which was put into commission last Sun- 
day. 

Shortly before 8 o'clock Wednesday even- 
ing Mounted Policemen James Cooney and 
William Stinger were riding north on 
King’s highway under the care of William 
Sleuter, the police chauffeur, when they 
observed a big auto driven by a young 
man who proved to be Mr. Pattison, who 
is in the employ of an automobile com- 
pany, and who was taking a prospective 
patron out for a ride. 

He turned Kis machine into Delmar boule- 
vard, going west. 

At that time the speedometer on the po- 
lice machine showed it to be traveling at 
the rate of 12 miles an hour—the chauffeur 
having smoked up a bit to keep in sight of 
Mr. Pattison. 

The legal rate of speed at which an 
auto may travel through the city is eight 
miles an hour. 

Shortly after turning west the speed in- 
creased to 16 miles, and by the time Union 
avenue was reached Mr. Pattison was hit- 
ting the grit at the somewhat dizzy pace 
of 20 miles per. 

He turned north on Union avenue, and, 
by the time he had reached Maple avenue, 
according to the police indicator, he was 
ripping up the ozone at the rate of 2 miles 
an hour.
